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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to claims 20 and 34 constitute new matter. Claim 20 is drawn to a cytotherapeutic unit 
distibuted with a certification of the contents of said cytotherapeutic unit, which constitutes new matter because distribution of a 
certification is taught in the instant specification only in the context of a kit (paragraph 0051). The amendment to claim 23 recites that the 
certification indicates how the presence, absence and/or exclusion of certain cell types renders the cytotherapeutic unit suitable for 
therapy and constitutes new matter because, while the specification discloses that the certification includes the content of the 
cytotherapeutic unit, it does not disclose that the certification provides information on the significance of the cell type content to the 
suitability of the unit for therapy for an indicated disease state or condition. The amendment to claim 34 changes and broadens the scope 
of the claim which would require a further search. The cancellation of the claims directed to a kit for treatment and amendments to the 
claims do not sufficiently overcome the rejection under 35 USC 1 12, 1 st paragraph (scope of enablement). 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Once a final rejection that is not premature has 
been entered in an application, applicant or patent owner no longer has any right to unrestricted further prosecution. The amendments do 
not place the application either in condition for allowance or in better form for appeal. For reasons given above, and on the grounds that 
the amended claims potentially include new matter and raise further issues for consideration which would require an additional search of 
the prior art, the amended claims have not been entered. The amendments do not place the application either in condition for allowance 
or in better form for appeal.
